BERLIN, July 23.—(4)—While 
today’s newspapers reflectcd a gener- 
al shock of disillusionment at the fail- 
‘ure of the London conference to bring 
new credits to Germany, the extreme 
of the press opinion was expressed by 
the official Hohenzollern organ, Der 
Aufrechte, which today declared: 

“Only the monarchy can save us.” 

The newspaper appeared today with 
the following bulletin prominently dis- 
played : 

“What does Germany need? Many 
still do not dare say it openly, but the 
understanding grows, and already the 
thinking and sincere in all circles are 
whispering to one anorher: ‘Only the 
monarchy can save aa and lead us 
‘upward out of the cata-trophe’.” 
The paper added that the former 
kaiser is following the developments of 
Germany “with passionpnte anxiety 
and sympathy.” — >

5.500.000 TAKEN 
TO PAY OFF DEBTS

Russell Spokesmen Are 
Surprised as Plan Is Ap- 
proved, 82 to 63; Admin- 
istration To Move for 
Recommendation Today. 


WASTE IS CHARGED 


BY BIBB MEMBER 


Assemblymen Agree Not 
To Permit Expenditures 
To Go Beyond Budget; 
Several Bills Approved. 


BY R. E. POWELL. 

Diversion of $5,550,000 from the 
funds of the state highway depart- 
ment to the payment of unpaid ap- 
propriations was voted, 82 to 63, by 
the house of representatives, sitting 
as the committee of the whole, late 
Thursday afternoon. 

The vote was on an amendment of- 
fered by Representative Qrville A. 
Park, of Bibb county, and came after 
Park had challenged the assembly to 
make a choice between “health and 
highways, childhood and cement.” 

Spokesmen for the Russell adminis- 
tration, confessing surprise at the 
size of the vote cast in favor of a pol- 
icy Governor Russell. has repeatedly 
opposed, and one on which the spe- 
cial session last spring repeatedly 
frowned, announced that the amend- 
ment would be reconsidered today and 
predicted its ultimate defeat by a 
larger majority than that by which it 
passed. 

Fifteen- per cent of the funds allo- 
cated in the general appropriations 
bill, which are derived from gas and 
license tag taxes, would be shifted to 
the general treasury for the years 
1932 and 1933 under the provisions 
of the amendment, total amount 
annually would be approximately $2,- 
750,000. 
“Too Much for Roads.” 

Speaking on his amendment, and 
making his second speech on the floor 
during the session, Representative 
Park declared that the issue of high- 
way diversion had never been settled 
at the polls “and, if it was, it was 
settled wrong and I am one to stand 
here and tell them so. 

“I wasn't elected on any such a 
platform,” he continued, “and neither 
were you. The highway department 
is spending a vast amount of money 
like a drunken sailor—most of it is 
unjudiciously expended and a lot of it 
is being wasted.” 

He declared that there was no ne- 
cessity for the erection of the new 
highway building, across from _ the 
capitol, at a cost of $150,000 and 
added that the department is burden- 
ed also with “a $20,000 grass-cutting 
nuisance.” 

“From 1924 until March of this 
year,” the Bibb member said, “the 
state of Georgia has spent more than 
$100,000,000 on roads and when we 
get through we will have spent over 
$400,000,000. We can’t afford it and 
particularly at the expense of starv- 
ing our children. 

“IT don’t expect you to pass this 
amendment. ou have voted down 
everything else opposed by the Rus- 
sell administration. Why will you 
vote against this? Because you are

The World’s 
Avmies. 

Six nations of the world are to 
Spend more than two billion dollars 


during 1931:in keeping their war ma- 
chines in good order, according to the 


‘French bureau of the League of Na- 


tions. Of the six the United States, 
with the smal'est army, spends the 
most. Italy and Japan, which have 
small armies but big reserves, spend 
less than any of the other powers, 
with the exception of Germany, whose 
army is restricted by the Versailles 
treaty. 

According to the statisticians the 
world spends one hundred times as 
much on the war machines as it does 
on diplomacy, states the British 
United Press in connection with this 
announcement. ‘he United States 
and Japan are spending more, pro- 
portionately, than they did before the 
war on the upkeep of their war ma- 
chinery.* Britain, France, Germany 
and Italy are spending less.

This must have 
been in the mind of the Russian poot, 
Alexander Blok when he wrote:

no peace in the world until confidence 
reigned between the French and Ger- 


man peoples. 
This confidence, he declared, had 


been brought considerably nearer as a 
result of the past three days of con- 
versations, 

“I believe I have taken the proper 
course,” he said. “The gravity of the 


financial and economic crisis in G®- 
many caused President Hoover to 
make his recent proposals. The in- 
terested powers agreed to a years 
moratorium on_ reparations and 
France accepted it on the lines laid 
down at Paris with Secretary Mel- 
lon and Ambassador Edge, of the 
United States. 

“The adoption of the Hoover pro- 
posal also settled temporarily Ger- 
many’s budgetary difficulties until 
such time as the measures proposed 
by Chancellor Bruening take effect. 

“But during the past few weeks 
events served to show the sharpness 
of the crisis and its dangers. What 
could, and what ought, the French 
government do? It ought at the same 
time toe safeguard the interests of our 
country and to observe the obligations 
of international solidarity. 

“We have avoided no single con- 
versation. We participated in the 
London conference in spite of the 
risks to which it could expose us. 
If the negotiators at this conference 
did not solve definitely the problem 
of the German crisis, they had the 


{ wisdom not to go outside the general 


outline for the discussion which was 
laid down in advance. 

‘“‘Will the measures which have been 
adopted or recommended prove suffi- 
cient to withstand the evil? We must 
hope so. As to the remedies which 
will act more profoundly, they re- 
quire precautions and preparations of 
a technical nature. That will be the 
task of the committee which will be 
appointed by the World Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements. 

“These remedies demand, above 
everything else, an evolution of a po- 
litical and moral nature. I venture 
to say that the conversations between 
the French and German ministers 
are leading us to a policy composed 
at the same time of prudence and 
boldness which will end in confident 
collaboration with Germany. 

“There can be no credits without 
confidence, There can be no confi- 
dence in the world until harmony 
reigns between our two great peeples.

NAMING OF ROOSEVELT 


NOW ALMOST CERTAIN 


Sullivan Sees His Status for 
Presidential Nomination 
Too Strong for Opposition 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The 
democratic leaders who do not at this 
time favor the nomination for presi- 
dent of Governor Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, of New York, have been brought 
face to face with the necessity of de- 
cision involving the extent which 
they shall go in preventing Governor 
Roosevelt’s nomination from becoming 
an assured thing at this time. Specif- 


ically they must decide whether some 
of the other candidates they have 


in mind shall be put forward as ac- | 


tive candidates. 

So far Governor Roosevelt is the 
only active candidate in the sense that 
he is the only one in whose behalf 
delegates are being solicited and lined 
up in states other than the candidate's 
own. All the others have up to date 
the status of candidates who expect 
to come to the convention with only 
the support in a formal sense of their 
own states. The expectation of those 
Jeaders ‘not supporting Governor 
Roosevelt has been that the aggregate 
of the favorite son strength would be 
sufficient to maintain a veto on Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt’s candidacy until close 
to the time of the convention. At that 
time the important national leaders, so 
they have expected, would confer with 
each other and decide whether to let 
Governor Roosevelt have the nomina- 
tion or to give it to another. In such 
a conference, by far the weightiest 
single voice would be that of ex-Gov- 
ernor Alfred FE. Smith, of New York, 
together with that of Chairman Ras- 
kob, 

Running Counter. 

In entertaining this program and 
relying on this expectation the lead- 
ers not yet eommitted to Governor 
Roosevelt have been running counter 
to what is almost a rule of presiden- 
tial nomination politics, namely, that 

can't beat somebody with no- 
when 


organized activity in his behalf he can 
hardly be headed off by the aggre- 
gate of quiescent candidates who are 
merely favorite sons of their respective 
states. In such a situation, the active 
candidate disproves the adage about 
the rolling stone and amasses ~such 
a degree of popular and delegate 
strength as to make it difficult to 
deny him the prize and dangerous to 
party unity to attempt to. 

What will shortly appear is wheth- 
er the national leaders not now favor- 
able to Roosevelt will preserve their 
power to keep decision suspended by 
having some of the other candidates 
entered in state primaries on a na- 
tion-wide basis, If Newton D. Baker, 
of Ohio, to name one example, should 
be put forward in all states having 
primaries, he would gather delegates 
not greatly inferior in numbers to 
those of Governor Roosevelt and 
might readily get the nomination, 

A difficulty in the adoption of such 
a program by the leaders not support- 
ing Roosevelt is that the candidate 
most favored by several of them is 
Owen D. Young. It is difficult to 
make Mr. Young a nation-wide candi- 
date for two reasons. One is that, as 
those putting him forward bitterly 
complain, Mr. Young absolutely re- 
frains from co-operating in the way in 
which Governor Roosevelt co-operates 
with those backing him. The other is 
that Mr. Young comes from the same 
state, New York, as Governor Roose- 
velt. Consequently to make Mr, 


| Young a candidate in a formal sense 
| would amount to a declaration of hos- 


tility to Governor Roosevelt. Those 
favoring Mr. Young are not ready to 
do this yet. 
Reluctant to Oppose. 
Practically all the national leaders 
not favoring Governor Roosevelt are 


;reluctant to oppose him aggressively 


at this time. They may never be will- 
ing to oppose him aggressively. What 
they wish is merely to keep ‘the sit- 
uation in flux and thus be able to 
make a decision according te what 
may be their best judgment at the 
time the convention meets. Most of 
them are not really hostile to Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt. To a_ considerable 
extent their attitude toward him js

Entire Police Force Or- 


dered To Pick Up Man 
Sought on Sight. 


The arrest of the slayer of Irene 
Hall Adams is only a matter of 
hours, Chief of Detectives A. Lamar 
‘Poole announced Thursday night. The 
killer is known to every detective 
working on the case and all of bis 
known haunts are guarded. He will 
be locked up on sight, 

In confiding the results of his in- 
vestigation, Chief Poole said the solv- 
ing of the six-day-old mystery would 
reveal one of the most sordid affairs 
ever brought to his attention. 

The announcement that the slayer’s 
identity had been learned came after 
a day of rapid developments in the 
inquiry into the woman's death which 
at first lagged because the police were 
unable to obtain any  informatiou 
concerning the person or persons she 
met on last Friday night, a few hours 
before the semi-clad and badly beaten 
body was found in a clump of. bushes 
in the rear yard of an Ansley park 
home between Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth streets, just west of Piedmont 
avenue, However, early Thurstlay two

Keep the feet close together to 
keep from turning the club.
